Hr. PARKER Stated that the above-described photograph 
had been exhibited to him by Mrs. WANDA SCHAFER, Who operates 
Burst Reweaving, 2722 Oreanvllla Avenue,.. Dallas . Texas. Be stated 
that Mrs. SCHAFER did not stata from whom she had received this 
photograph, and Hr. PARKER states ha does not know the actual 
■location reflected in the photograph. Mr. PARKER stated, however, 
that ona of the bystanders depicted in the photograph reaentoles 
JACK RUBY. 

Nr. PARKER stated that he felt Mrs. SCHAFER would be 
moat happy to make such photograph available for any purpose it 
might serve in the investigation of the assassination of President 
KENNEDY , and for this reason was making the above information 
available .

Mrs. SCHAFER exhibited a blown-up 
black and idilte photograph, 8%" by 10%" in alas, taken of the 
Presidential car carrying President JOHN p. KENNEDY and party by 
a group of spectators, in the upper right-hand corner of this 
photograph stands an individual wearing a fedora hat.

SCHAFER pointed out resembled to her e photograph ahe had ob- 
aerved of JACK RUBY.' 

Mr a. SCHAFER advised that her husband, CHARLES DAVID 
XCEAFJI^, is employed ae a cutter et the Egan Prlntrlfi^T CSxspeny cfc 
Roes Avenus in Dallas, and that some tin*" during the middle of 
December 1963 her husband brought home thla blown-up photograph, 
which h° stated he had obtained from an employee of Egan Printing 
company . 

Mrs . SCHAFER waa unable to advlae Who had taken the 
photograph or the location Where the photograph was taken. 

Mrs. schater advised She felt there were numerous other 
copies of tha photograph in her husband's possession ahlch could 
be obtained at the Egan Printing Company. 

Mr. CHARLES DAVID SCHAFER was contacted at his place of 
employment, Egan Printing Company# 912 Rosa Avenue, Dallas, re- 
garding circumstances surrounding his obtaining tha photograph 
depicting the passing Presidential Motorcade. SCHAFER advised a 
copy of this photograph had been furnished him by e fellow em- 
ployes, Mr. AARON FOSTER, Foreman of the Cutting Department, at 
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Egan Printing Company, end that It was hie impression that FOSTER 
had made a larga number of copies of this photograph for the 
benefit of all the employees who desired a copy. 

SCHAFER was unable to advise Who took the original 
photograph or the location whara tha photograph was taken. 

AARON FOSTER, Foreman, Egan Printing Company, advised 
that sometime during the middle of December 1963, an employee at 
Egan Printing Company, one P . V. BEARDEN , came to work one day 
with e blown-up copy of a oJ^a portion of the Presi- 

dential Motorcade, and that POSTER borrowed the photograph from 
BEARDEN and had the Photo Processing Department in the plant re- 
produce approximately fifty copies of this photograph, to be 
distributed to fellow employees Who deaired e copy. 

FOSTER stated that BEARDEN told him ha had purchased 
this picture from an unknown Negro male who was sailing these 
photographs on Forest Avenue in Dallas for fl.00 . BEARDEN told 
FOSTER, however; he did not know the identity of this Negro, nor 
did he know from what location tha photograph was taken. 

Mr. POSTER made available a copy of hie photograph to 
interviewing Agents. 

A review of previous investigation conducted in case 
captioned "JACK L. RUBY i LEE HARVEY OSWAID, (Deceased) - VICTIM) 
CIVIL RIGHTS" , reveals a like photograph waa submitted to the 
Dallas Office on January 9, 1964, by a Mr. MORRIS WEIKKRMSTZ of 
5508 Forest Lana, Dallas. WEIHKRA5TZ advised that several days 
following the assassination of President KENNEDY, he purchased an 
enlarged photograph of President KENNEDY and tha Presidential 
party from a Negro, identity unknown new, Who was selling these 
photographs on Forest Lana in Dallas. WEINKRANTZ etated the Negro 
told him the photograph had been taken of President KENNEDY in his 
automobile aa It waa turning from Houston onto' Eire street and that 
JACK ROBY waa standing in tha background when thla photograph waa 
taken. Mr. NZXHKRASTZ said tha man with tha hat, standing in tha 
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upper right of the photograph behind the men with the camera In 
his hand, had been pointed out to him as JACK RUBY , and WEXNKRANTZ 
stated he thought this photograph might be of aome value to this 
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8A HAHHINp C. CLEMENTS , who had previously interviewed 
JAC* RUBY over a period of some three and one-half hours on De- 
cember 21, 1963, viewed the photograph on January 10, 1964, 
previously submitted by WKLNKRAST2, and advised the photograph 
does not, in his opinion, include anyone closely resembling JACK 
RUBY, 

X comparison o£ the photograph submitted by Mr. 

WEINXRAN72 end the photograph in possession of Mrs. SCHAFER, as 
well aa employees of Egan Printing Company, reveals these photo- 
graphs are identical in every way and were obviously enlarged from 
the same negative.
